to the State penitentiary for wreck­ 
ing the bank of which he was the head 
which was set for today, is attracting 
considerable interest in legal and af­ 
fixial circles owing to te peculiar cir­ 
cumstances upon which the motion 
is based. 
The case was tried before Judge 
Brand of the Clark county superior 
court and a jury during the first week 
of July. After the judge had charged 
the jury the latter withdrew to con­ 
sider the case. Before returning to 
his home in the evening, Judge Brand 
stopped at the courthouse and through 
the door of the jury room in the pres­ 
ence of the sheriff and the bailiff, 
called to the members of the jury and 
asked them whether they wished to 
retire for the night. They declared that 
they had agreed ob a verdict M d would 
be ready in a few minutes, but that 
they desired further advice from the 
court as to their rights to make rec­ 
ommendations regarding the punish­ 
ment. Judge' Brand declared that he 
could not make any statement to them 
till the defendant and his attorneys 
and the state’s attorney were prosent. 
He sent for them at once and explain­ 
ed the situation. 
As soon as Judge Holden, one of 
Griffin’s attorneys, had heard Judge 
Brand’s statement, he made a motion 
for having the case declared a mis­ 
trial upon the ground that Judge 
Brand, without the presence of the de­ 
fendant or hie attorneys and without 
their consent, had had communication 
with the jury in regard to the case. 
After some heated argument Judge 
Brand overruled the motion, caried the 
Jury in and after having given them 
further instructions, sent them back 
to their room to decide upon their ver­ 
dict. In a short time the jury return­ 
ed, found Griffin guilty, but recom­ 
mended him to the mercy of the court. 
Griffin’s attorneys promptly submit­ 
ted a motion for a new trial and the 
hearing was set for today.
